definite  is  known. 

In  the  meantime  prominent  anti-BolsEeviki  leaders  in  Paris  are 
not  clear  on  their  course,  and  the  first  reports  that  they  were  favor- 
abk  to  the  plan  have  been  followed  by  tutementa  by  such  leaders  as 
Se^us  Sazonoff  and  Prince  Lvoff  that  they  would  not  sit  at  the  table 
with  assassins.  <■•  -f- 

The  semi-official  Temps  also  asserts  th«t  the  Supreme  Council's 
proposal  permits  "traitors  who  withdrew  Russia  from  the  war  and 
turned  the  entire  German  strength  against  France  to  be  received  on 
the  same  looting  as  the  faithfuL** 

The  American  and  British  delegates  feel,  however,  that  the  pro- 
ponl  was  the  only  course  open. 

Information  reaching  the  Allies  indicates  that  the  Bolsheviki 
have  a  powerful  army,  in  wluch  discipline  is  being  enforced.  In  view 
of  this  information,  one  of  the  Premiers  pointed  out  today  that  the 
Bolsheviki  could  only  be  combatted«by  a  large  number  of  Allied 
ttoopi,  which  would  have  to  be  onrthe  spot  immediately,  whereas 
none  cl  the  Governments  could  ask  people  already  wearied  by  war  to 
undertake  another  large  military  expedition.

PARIS,  Jan.  28. — The  Minister  of 
Foreign  Affeirs  of  Montenegro,  learn- 
ing of  the  tragic  Incidents  now  deso- 
laUng  his  country,  is  anxious  to  stop 
the  shedding  of  blood,  and  has  ad- 
'dreaaed  a  note  to  his  people  aa  fol- 
lows: 

"To  my  beloved  people:  I  beg  yon 
to  remain  quietly  In  your  homes  and 
not  oppose  by  arms  troops  which 
seek  posseeslon  of  the  goArnment  of 
our  country.  ' 

"I  have  received  the  highest  sssur- 
ances  from  high  representaUves  of 
the  Allied  countries  that  very  soon 
a  true  opportunity  will  be  afforded 
the  Montenegrin  people  to  pronounce 
freely  on  the  political  form  of  their 
future  government.  For  my  part,  tell 
them  that  I  shall  adhcn  to  that  de- 
cision with  pleasure." 

The  message  was  approved  by  the 
Peace  Conference  yesterday,  which 
authorised  that  It  be  sent  to  Monte- 
negro.

Minister  Barnes  Describes 
Scheme  for  International 
Action  to  Be  Brought  Before 
Peace  Congress  Tomorrow. 


PARIS,  Jan.  98.— Great  Britain's 
plan  for  the  actual  working  machin- 
ery to  carry  out  the  proposed  Inter- 
nationallsatlon  of  labor  was  outlined 
to  the  Assisoiated  Press  by  Qeo.  Nl- 
ooU  Barnes,  minister  without  port- 
folio, whose  propoeals  will  be  consid- 
ered by  the  peace  conference  Satur- 
day. Briefly,  his  programme  calla 
for  the  eetabllehment  of  an  Interna- 
tional commission,  made  up  of  repre- 
sentatives of  both  labor  and  capital, 
tor  this  settlement  of  labor  problems. 
This  comnjilaalon  Is  to  be  reaponaibla 
to  the  league  of  nationa. 

Under  the  Barnes  soheme  there 
would  be  the  appointment  by  tt\e 
peace  conference  of  a  small  oommis- 
sion  conpoaed  of  4elegatea  fSrom  the 
great  9pynitm.  IRils  comndafion 
wiould  convent  the  first  labor  ooater- 
enee.,  vhUh..JiL  turn  W9kiA  heoome 
the  central  international  cnnunlsalen 
for  the  betterment  of  labor. 

S|eoause  of  lack  of  machlnehr.-  the 
presjcnt  peace  conference  would  be 
unable  to  establish  a  perfecjted  oom- 
,  mission,  although  the  peaoe  confer- 
ence may  make  certain  euggestlons, 
and  even  bind  the  powers  to  them. 
For  example,  such  questions  aa  the 
right  of  people  to  form  themaelvea  in- 
to trade  unions  might  be  eettlad  by 
the  peace  conference.  The  matter  of 
the  hours  of  labor  and  similar  prob- 
leme  would  come  up  before  the  inter- 
national labor  commission.  In  case 
of  non-fulfllment  of  labor  agreements 
the  league  of  natlone  would  be  called 
In  to  settle  the  matter. 

The  International  labor  commis- 
sion, or  bureau,  will  not  deal  with 
purely  Internal  problems  of  the  na- 
tlone. Capital  and  labor  will  stlU 
work  out  their  local  differences  as 
before. 

Asked  as  to  what  force  the  com- 
mission would  have  back  of  it  to  ea- 
foroe  its  rules,  Mr.  Barnes  replied  in 
aubatance  tliat  if  any  nation  refused 
to  play  the  game  ehe  might  be 
brought  to  reason  by  depriving  her  of 
trade  privileges  with  her  sister  states. 

GermaBy's  Blockade  Whine 
BERLIN,  Wednesday,  Jan.  22. — ^It 
is  announced  officially  by  the  Ger- 
man government  that  a  further  in- 
vestigation of  mortality  "due  to  the 
blockade"  from  the  Autumn  of  1*16 
until  the  end  of  Itit  shows  more 
than  600.000  deaths  were  oaused  by 
malnutrition  or  under-nntritloB. 


Ready  to  Advance 

On  Constantinople 

Allied  Armies  in  Position  on  River  Maritza  Prepared 

for  Attack  on  Xdrianople  When  Turkey  Sign- 

.  ed  Armistice — General  Milne's  Report 

on  Balkan  Campaign. 


LONDON,  Jan.  IS.— -Allied  foroai 
were  on  the  River  Maritaa  ready  to  ee- 
oupy  Adrtanople  and  to  move  on  to 
Constantinople  in  eotppany  with  (A 
Greek  army,  when  Turkey  signed  the 
armistice  with  the  Allies,  .  reports 
Lleut.-Oeneral  Sir  George  B.  Milne, 
coihmander-ln-cblef  of  the  Brttiah 
forces  In  the  Balkans,  In  a  dispatch 
dated  December  1,  giving  the  flret  oA- 
ctal  description  of  the  victory  over 
Bulgaria. 

After  the  Bulgartana  aigned  the  arm- 
iatlee  the  Brittah  troope  In  Macedonia 
began  to  advance  toward  the  Daaiib< 
bat  an  Oetot>er  !•.  Oeaeral  Mllne  wea 
ordered  to  asanme  eeminaBd  of  the 
Allied  forcee  operating  agataat  TBrkey 
in  Burope.  Flans  for  the  capture  df 
Adrianople  and  Censtaatlnople  were 
ready  ifor  oensummatlon  when  the 
j^nta  attrrendeped.

LONDON.  Jam  2S. — Serloue  strikes 
snd  tbreats  of  more  eerioue  ones  in 
England  over  disputes  which  onMner* 
ily  would  be  considered  unimportant 
have  led  some  students  of  British  la> 
bdF  oondltione  to  the  belief  tbat  the 
dehuinds  are  niade,  not  in  an  effort 
to  better  labor  conditions,  but  In  an 
attempt  "to  revolatloniae  the  whole 
condition  of  labor  employment. 

Today  147.000  Yorkshire  coal  min- 
ers are  idle  because  their  employers 
decline  to  alVow  20  minutes'  "dead 
time"  for  meale  for  eorfaoe  workers. 
The  employers  wanted  the  men '  to 
eat  in  relays  and  thue  keep  the  ma- 
chinery «oins.  - 

Btoppaire  of  work  in  the  great  ship- 
building induatry  on  the  Clyde  is 
threatened  over  a  meal-time  dilute. 
Under  the  old  fi4-hour  week  the  men 
went  to  work  with  empty  stomachs. 
They  worked  two  hours  and  then  had 
ao  hour  for  breakfast.  Under  the 
new  4  7 -boor  plan,  which  has  been 
agreed  to,  no  time  la  allpwed  for 
breakfast  and  work  iato  start  at  7 
o'clock. 

The  dleeontent  ie  eald  to  be  oauaed 
by  the  wcmien,  who  do  not  like  te 
arlae  In  time  to  prepare  an  early 
breakfast. 

In  the  ahlpbullding  onion  is  an  ao- 
tfsm  minority  which  demands  a  ts- 
benr  week.  A  number  of  labor  lead- 
ers have  declared  thoy  ar«  not  in 
sympathy  with  eontinned  trlTial  de- 
mahds.  and  they  are  repreeented  as 
being  aupportod  by  the  more  ooneer- 
vattve  members.  The  Daily  Mail, 
which  ia  usually  well-informed  on  la- 
bor queetione.  In  this  connection  eaya: 

'"Theee  extremists  are  a  small  mi- 
nority, but  are  exceedingly  actlre. 
They  are  in  revolt,  not  only  agalhat 
capltaltam  but  also  against  the  aalon 
leaders." 

Tbe  National  Federation  of  Oeneral 
Workers,  repreeentlag  nearly  a  mil- 
lion men  and  women.  ai«a  meeettajr 
today  lesolved  to  demand  a  4t-heQr 
working  week.

BERLIN,  Wednesday/Jan.  22.— The  Qennan  National  Assam- 
bly,  which  will  convene  at  Weimar  on  Febnury  6,  is  expected  to  be 
in  session  about  two  months.  Its  first  business  will  be  the  selection 
of  a  provisiongl  government,  because  the  present  Government  con- 
siders its  existence  at  an  end  with  the  convening  of  a  constituent 
assembly. 

The  AssembJ^y  will  then  take  up  the  adoption  of  a  constitution. 

The  present  Grovemment  as  such  will  not  present  any  proposal, 
and  the  draft  drawn  up  by  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior  will  be  sub- 
mitted merely  as  a  basis  for  discussion. 

The  obligatory  task  of  the  constituent  assembly  will  be  finished 
with  the  adoption  of  a  constitution,  but  it  has  the  right  to  make  of 
itsetf  a  constituted  head  of  a  constituting  body,  and  this  probably  will 
be  done.  In  this  case  the  assembly  will  be  obliged  to  regulate  tax 
and  financial  questions.  The  peace  question  probably  Wtll  tiOt  he~ 
considered,  as  it  is  not  expected  the  Germans  will  be  admitted  to  the 
Peace  Conference  before  the  adjournment  of  the  Assembly.

NEW  ZEALAND  WANTS 
MORE  RECOGNITION 


IXDNDON,  Jan.  28.  —  Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  who  today  announced  at  ParUi 
that  he  had  eubmltted  to  the  peaoe 
congresa  a  draft  of  the  British  view  of 
the  subject  of  the  League  of  Natione, 
believec  the  world  has  not  yet  reached 
a  Btace.at  which  an  absolutely  rigid 
syetem  for  the  preeervatlon  of  Interna- 
.tlonal  peace  can  be  set  up,  according 
to  a  Renter  dispatch  from  the  French 
capital.  In  dlecuesing  hie  Idea  of  the 
form  the  league  ebould-  Uke.  Lord 
Robert  said  he  thinks  an  International 
tribunal  with  a\?8olutely  binding  pow- 
ers is  not  practicable  at  present. 

"The  creation  of  non-rlgld  interna- 
tional machinery,  by  which  a  ooancU 
by  exerting  influence  toward  concilia- 
tion may  work  will  be  the  main 
strength  of  twtwre  peacemakiere,''  he 
said.  :)  ■' 

'•Such  a  body  must,  however,  pos- 
sess at  least  sufficient  internationally 
guaranteed  power  to  be  able  to  pre- 
vent surprise  declarations  of  war  and 
to  compel  disputants  to  accept  delay, 
during  which  the  forces  of  civilisation 
may  have  time  .to  try  to  avert  a 
ci^lamlty.  ^ 

'  "The  mterdependenee  of  modern 
states  has  become  so  great  that  no  na- 
tion can  control  lis  own  affairs  entire- 
ly Avlthout  regard  to  the  eftects  of  Its 
actions  on  other  nations;  It  is  Im- 
portant to  proceed  with  the  utmost 
respect  for  national  sovereignty.  At 
present  certain  international  organiza- 
tions, such  as  posts  and  telegraphs, 
are  regulated  by  tntematlonal  .agencies. 
'Before  the  war  we  had  the  Danube 
commission  and  the  Rhine  convention 
and  even  International  labor  organisa- 
tions. 

"It  is  easy  to  see  that  In  future  cer- 
tain cities  located  on  waterways  will 
have  to  be  under  International  control, 
which  will  guarantee  free  access  to 
them.  fi(pme  of  the  new  states  formed 
out  of  the  Au8tro-«ungarlan  Emgire, 
for  example,  cannot  possibly  have  In- 
dependent access  to  the  sea.  Switser- 
land  is,  according  to  newspaper  dis- 
patches, considering  a  plan  which  will 
give  her  a  way  to  reach  tidewater. 
Certain  nations  have  a  strong  Interest 
in  having  free  access  to  Salonica,  but 
it  Ik  out  of  the  question  for  them  to 
plan  possession  of  that  port.  The  most 
important  example  of  this  kind,  of 
course,  is  that  of  the  Dardanelles  and 
the  Bo^iboras. 

"These  examples  of  International 
agencies  are  necessary  to  lead  natural- 
ly to  a  new  organisation,  the  object  of 
which  will  be  the  welfare  of  the  na- 
tions of  the  world. 

"Delay  which  can  glv-j  opportunity 
for  discussion  and  conciliation  ^111  be 
the  main  resource  of  the  league  in 
dealing  with  disputes  In  which  the 
Altai  interests  of  great  nations  are  in- 
volved. 

"As  In  the  peace  congress,  the  ul- 
tlmato  deolsloa  must  rest  with  the 
«reat  perwers.  since  as  a  l4st  resort  the 
league  can  enforce  Its  decision  only  by 
the  military  power  which  will  always 
be  possessed  hy  the  great  nations." 

Speaking  of  the  attltnde  of  other 
powers  represented  at  the  congress, 
Lord  Robert  said  ha  had  found  In  con- 
versation with  delegates  that  there 
was  In  virtually  large  measure  an 
agreement  on  the  principles  he  had 
outlined.  In  caSe  of  smaller  disputes 
bstween  nations  there  is  no  reason,  he 
said,  why  they  should  not  be  settled 
by  an  International  tribanal. 

"In  general  the  power  on  which  the 
leafue  most  niainly  rely  will  be  public 
opinion.**  he  continued,  "and  tt  la  for 
this  reason  that  tbe  power  imposiiw 
delay  on  dUpntants  i»  so  Important"

IS- 


Busies  Himself  With  Supplying 
Fuel  to  Keep  Castle  Furn- 
aces Going — Former  Em- 
press Stays  at  Amerongen. 


Young  English  Officer  Assists 
Arabs  to  Gain  Their  Inde- 
pendence and  Is  Given  Rank 
of  Emir, 


LONDON.  Jan.  23. — Colonel  T.  B. 
Lawrence,  of  the  BrUlsh  army,  who 
recently  arrived  in  London  with  a  son 
of  the  Sberif  of  Mecca  to  give  infor.- 
matiqn  concerning  the  Arabs'  aspira- 
tions for  independence,  i«  character- 
ised by  some  London  newspapers  as 
"one  of  the  most  remarKiable  men 
produced  by  the  war." 

A  fair-haired  young  Bngllshman  of 
2i>,  smallish  of  statiure.  Colonel  Law- 
rence gave  such  servlcea  to  the  Arab 
cause  that  he  waa  treated  as  a  sherlf 
and  given  the  additional  rank  of  emir, 
which  is  eqnivalent  to  that  of  prince. 
No  other  European  or  Christian,  ac- 
cording to  the  London  Dally  Mall, 
has  ever  received  such  a  distinction 
at  the  hands  of  the  royal  family 
which  is  the  senior  descendant  of  Mo- 
liaqpned. 

Before  the  war  Colonel  Lawrence 
was  a  student  of  history  at  Oxford. 
As  he  was  able  to  speak  two  Arabian 
dialecta  he  was  eent  by  the  War 
Office  in  1014  to  do  intelligence  work 
la  B3gypt.  Later  he  was  assigned  to 
aid  in  the  negotiations  with  the  King 
of.  tbe  Hedjas,  who  revolted  against 
the  Turks  at  Medina  in  June,  1»16, 
afterward  Joining  the  Bherif's  mUi- 
tary  servioo.  He  adopted  the  fall 
Arab  field  kit  of  flowing  robe,  head- 
piecs  and  golden  dagger. 

With  Bherif  Peiseal  he  planned  tlve 
blowing  op  of  troop  and  munition 
trains  on  the  Hed|as  Una,  and  so  sue- 
eeesfttl  were  their  operations  that  the 
Turks  put  a  price  on  their  headk  of 
ItS.OeO  each.  If  Uken  alive,  and  131,- 
••0  dead. 

They  blew  up  seventeen  tralmr.  one 
a  great  troop  train  which  contali\sd 
DJemai  Paaha,  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Turkish  army,  and  his  staff.  For 
this  train  Colonel  Lawrence  lay  In 
wait  for  nearly  .hree  days  and  nights. 

Several  trains  wers  permitted  to 
pass  In  safety.  Tlion  came  the  big 
one.  and  Colonel  Lawrence  preasod  a 
hnttoB  thatf  set  off  a  mlna.  The  two 
huge  englnee  were  toppled  Into  a  ra- 
vine and  the  train  waa  wrecked. 
D3emal  Pasha's  oar.  near  the  end, 
was  derailed,  and  the  opmmaader- In- 
chief  was  launched  into  space.  Un- 
injured, he  picked  himself  op  from 
the  sand  and  fled  for  life,  tearing  off 
as  he  ran  his  medals,  dacoratlbns  aad 
epaulettes.  These  were  foucd  later 
and  gfv«D  to  Ookmel  lAWreoeo. 


AMERONGEN.  Jan.  23.— Sawing 
wood  continues  to  be  the  chief  occu- 
pation of  the  former  German  Bm- 
peror,  who  spends  severa!  hours  each 
morning  and  afternoon  within  the 
castle  grounds  working  hard  while 
several  men  servants  respectfully 
hand  him.  logs  and  then  pile  the  short 
sticks  In  heaps  for  use  later  In  the 
furna<^s  of  the  castle. 

The  shortage  of  coal  In  Holland 
compels  the  burning  of  wood,  plen- 
tiful supplies  of  which  are  obtainable 
in  the  surrounding  estate. 

William  Hohensollern  works  so 
well  that  he  is  able^to  furnish  the  en- 
tire consumption  of  the  castle  fires. 
The  former  Emperor  scarcely  ever 
speaks  to  his  attendants  while  he  Is 
at  work. 

The  two  meets  which  encircle  the 
castle  are  covered  with  Ice  suffi- 
ciently thick  to  bear  skaters.  The 
villagers,  however,  have  been  given  to 
understand  that  the  accustomed  per- 
mission to  skate  in  the  moats  cannot 
be  accorded  while  the  former  Em- 
peror Is  in  the  castle. 

There  are  various  reports  In  circu- 
lation concerning  the  alleged  Inten- 
tion of  the  former  German  Empress 
to  return  to  Potsdam.  The  former 
Empress,  it  ia  said,  has  no  intention 
of  leaving  her  husband  In  Holland. 

For  several  ^  eeks  nothing  has  been 
heard  from  the  former  Crown  Prince, 
who  remains  virtually  alone-  In  his 
home  on  the  Island  of  Wlerengen. 

Several  more  membera  of  the  for- 
mer Emperor's  suite  are  about  to 
leave  for  Germany,  where  aa.  state 
servants,  they  must  place  themselves 
at  the  disposal  of  the  government  or 
forfeit  their   right   to   pensions. 

Lieut.'^aeneral  von  Sstorff.  whose 
wife  is  an  American,  will  continue  to 
devote  himself  to  the  former  Em- 
peror. The  General  has  resigned  his 
rank    in   the    German   army.

MAKE  DECLARATIONS 

REGINA,  Jan.  28. — ResoluUons 
bearing  on  the  use  of  English  only  in 
the  public  schools  and  declaring  that 
the  InnKuage  *  privileges  accorded  to 
the  French  were  prejttdicial  to  the^ 
business  Interest  of  the  Dominion 
were  passed  a't  the  school  trustees' 
convention  here  today.  The  dele- 
gates also  went  on  record  as  favor- 
ing the  continuance  of  total  prohi- 
bition throughout  the  provinces  and 
Dominon. 

The  cynvention  also  decided  to 
memdrialize  thW  Government  that  no 
religious  faith  be  given  special  eon- 
sideratioB  In  the  election  of  meniber* 
to  the  Council  of  Education.  At 
present  the  act  provides  that  two 
shall  be  Roman  Catholics.

PARIS,  iJan.  23.— <flpecial  cable  from 
John  W.  Dafoe).— The  Dominion  Pre- 
miers are  pleased  that  a  yood  deal  of 
Interest  is  belns  shoWn  in  the  new  in- 
ternational status  of  the  British  Do- 
minions cooaequuit  upon  tbelr  suc- 
cessful demand  for  direct  representa- 
tion as  autonomous  nsiUons  in  the 
membership  pf  the  peace  ooncreas,  and 
they  have  now  <o  deal  with  the  ques- 
tion of  the  .representation  of  thea* 
countries  In  the  forthcoming  Leavue  of 
Nations. 

81r  Robert  Borden  and  other  Domin- 
ion Premiers  hi^e  Been  Interviewed 
as  to  their  views  on  this  matter  By  re- 
presentatives of  the  various  new  or- 
ganizations. While  the  matter  haa  not 
yet  been  fonhally  considered  by  the 
Dominion  Premiere  with  a  view  to 
making  speclflo  representations,  there 
is  no  question  as  to  the  position  they 
tvUl  take.  They  will  ask  that  the  pre- 
cedent established  by  the  peace  con- 
ference shall  also  apply  with  respect 
to  the  League  of  Nations,  and  that  the 
Dominions  be  given  representation  as 
national  entitles  and  also  as  partners 
In  the  British  family  of  nations  known 
as  the  British  Empire. 

The  composition  of  the  League  of 
Nations  is  as  yet  a  matter  of  surmise, 
but  it  is  assumed  that  there  will  be 
for  each  nation  representation  in  keep- 
ing with  Its  strength  and  importancer 
In  that  event  Canada  will  ask  for 
direct  recognition  as  a  smaller  nation, 
while  also  giving  representatives  to 
serve  upon  the  panels  from  which  the 
British  Empire  delegates  will  be  drawn. 
It  Is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  any 
dlfflcurty  in  securing  this  representa- 
tion in  view  of  the  recognition  by  the 
peace  conference  of  the  right  of  these 
Dominions  to  be  regarded  as  autono- 
mous nations  of  the  Imperial  Common- 
wealth. 

The  project  of  the  League  of  Nations 
is  down  for  consideration  at  the  next 
full  meeting  of  the  conference,  which 
will  be  held  some  time  this  week,  but 
after  the  formal  addresses  commending 
the  idea  a  special  body  will  be  con- 
stituted to  examine  the  various  pro- 
posals and  make  recommendations  to 
the  conference.  The  British  memor- 
andum on  the  question  is  ready  for 
submission.  The  United  States  case  is 
not  In  so  forward  a  state,  but  the 
American  views '  will  be  forrouUited 
within  a  week.  The  Russian  problem 
continues  to  engage  the  attention  of 
the  great  powers.  It  is  believed  that 
the  view,  put  forward  tentatively  by 
the  British.  Government  In  a  communi- 
cation to  the  French  Government 
which  drew  #  reply  from  M.  Pichon  is 
prevailing.  This  view  regards  it  as 
undesirable  that  there  should  be  Al- 
lied intervention  In  Russia  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  any  particular 
kind  of  government,  while  regarding  It 
as  necessary  that  the  Bolsheviki  should 
cease  to  make  war  upon  the  new  small- 
•  er  nations  which  are  taking  form  with 
the  consent  and  under  the  protection 
of  the  great  powers. 

There  is  no  likelihood  of  the  Bolshe- 
viki Government  being  recognized,  but 
it  may  be  asked  to  send  a  representa- 
tive to  meet,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  conference,  representative  from 
the  other  Russian  Rovernments  for  the 
purpose  of  seeing  whether  there  cannot 
be  some  division  of  territory  which 
will  keep  Bolshevism  within  certain 
defined  limits  and  give  states  like  E:s- 
thonia  and  Lithuania  a  chance  to  or- 
ganize themselves  without  having  to 
defend  themselves  against  armies 
directed  from  Moscow  .  If  aome  such 
adjustment  is  not  possible,  facilities 
for  defending  themselves  will  have  to 
be  given  to  these  new  countries,  though 
this  is  more  likely  to  take  the  form  of 
material  and  trained  leadership  rather 
than  troops. 

There  is  an  undoubted  reluctance  on 
the  part  of  the  great  powers,  particu- 
larly Great  Britain-  and  the  United 
States,  to  embark  on  any  large  policy 
of  Intervention  which  might  appear  to 
the  Russian  people  as  an  attempt  by 
either  country  to  control  theflr  national 
affairs.  It  is  understood  that  Afr. 
Lloyd  George  in  discussions  has  made 
use  of  the  consequences  of  the  inter- 
vention of  the  gyeat  powers  in  France 
in  1792  as  a  .warning  against  too  great 
readiness  to  send  armies  into  Russia 
at  the  solicitation  of  representatives  of 
parties  who  are  opposed  to  the  Bolshe- 
viki Government.

FOR  FLOUR  EXPORT 

OTTAWA.  Jan.  23. — The  Canada 
Food  Board  has  notified  all  millers 
In  Canada  that  special  perrAits  ^11 
now  be  granted  for  those  applying, 
allowing  the  separation  of  -flour  into 
patents,  clears,  low  grades  and  other 
flour  extractionn.  provided  such  flour 
iti  only  sold- outside  of  Canada  Ifi  the 
West  Indies,  Central  and  South  Am- 
erica. Permits  for  the  export  of  flour 
to  these  countries  will  be  freely 
granted  fbr  straight  run  flour  or  any 
of  the  separations  above  cited. 

Applications  for  export  to  New- 
foundland, In  order  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Newfoundland 
Food  Board,  will  be  granted  for  stan-' 
dard  flour  only.  "With  every  permit 
for  the  export  of  flour  to  any  of  the 
countries  mentioned.  Including  New- 
foundland, there  will  be  granted,  at 
the  same  time,  an  export  permit  for 
6S  pounds  of  bran  or  shorts  to  every 
barrel  of  flour,  and  in  the  case  of 
bran  and  shortii  these  permits  will 
allow  of  the  exportation  to  any  coun- 
try outside  of  Canada,  but  no  other 
permits  for  the  export  of  bran  or 
shorts  to  Newfoundland.  West  Indies. 
Central  and  South  America  will  be 
granted.

EDMONTON.  Jan.  S3.— During  the 
tariff  discussion  at  the  U.  S.  A. 
Coaventloiv  it  becane  evident

Tka  convention  Wednesday  night 
took  Up  the  platform  as  a  eloalng 
item  of  business,  and  tt  appeared  for 
the  moment  that  a  resolution  pro- 
posed by  I>elegate  Hlnskley  and  sec- 
onded In  a  score  of  places  was  going 
to  "swallow  -whole,"  as  President 
Wood  expressed  it,  the  platform  of 
the  Canadian  council  of  agriculture. 
But  A.  Brown  confessed  that  the 
platform  was  not  all  that  he  expected 
and  desired  In  the  way  of  reform. 
He  demanded  that  Inasmuch  as  wheat 
Is  a  basis  of  farm  crop  production 
and  prices,  and  in  view  of  the  mil- 
lions that  have  been  made  In  the 
manipulation  of  the  wheat  markets 
of  the  world,  the  farmers  should 
stand  for  a  regulation  of  the  dis- 
posal of  wheat.  It  was  done  to  save 
the  world  from  starvation  during  the 
war;  It  should  be  done  as  an  equit- 
able and  economic  adjustment  of  the 
noarket  problem  In  times  of  peace. 

At  a  crowded  meeting  held  last 
night  addresses  were  made  urging  the 
organized  farmers  of  the  country  to 
enter  the  political  arena  of  Canada 
and  to  make  a  united  effort  to  cap- 
ture the  balance  of  power,  in  the  Par- 
liament or  the  Provincial  Legisla- 
tures, in  order  that  governmental  leg- 
islation may  be  brought  into  effect 
to  remedy  the  evils  which  it  is  al- 
leged now  beset  the  country.

COPENHAGEN,  Jan.  23. — Bolshe- 
vik propagandists  were  sent  from 
Russia  not  only  to  Germany  but  to 
China,  England  and  France,  says 
Harold  Scavenius,  the  Danish  Minister 
to  Petrograd,  who  has  Just  returned 
from  RuiMia  together  with  the  staff  of 
the  Danish  Legation.  While  at  the 
Russian  capital  he  had  been  acting  in 
behalf  of  the  Entente  Powers.  Four 
hundred  Russian  propagandists,  he 
declares,  were  in  Berlin  before  the 
German  revolution  began,  and  in- 
structions were  given  for  numerous 
Bolshevists  to  be  despatched  to  Eng- 
land and  France  by  underhand  routes. 
Rece^ly,  he  added  a  number  of  re- 
patriated Chinese  were  sent  home 
from  Russia,  and  among  them  were 
numerous  propagandists. 

The  Soviet  Russian  Government,  ac- 
cor< 
very 

malntaiping  its  existence  is  in  an  In- 
ternatlAal  revolution,  and  while  the 
German  revolution  was  nearlng  its 
apex  the  Bolshevik  leaders  rejoiced  in 
its  progress,  but  were  disappointed  in 
the  fact  that  the  German  administra- 
tion remained  in  the,  hands  of  the 
Social    Democrats. 

"They  emphasized,"  said  the  Danish 
diplomat,  "that  Germany  was  only 
in  her  'February  revolution, — her 
Kerensky  revolution — and  they  pre- 
dicted «that  she  soon  would  have  her 
'October  revolution.'  and  more  speed- 
ily than  was  the  case  in  Russia. 

"The  only  cloud  upon  the  sky  of 
their  hopes  Is  the  position  of  the  En- 
tente. They  say  that  if  the  Entente 
will  do  as  Germany  did  and  occupy 
the  Baltic  provinces  and  the  Ukraine 
there  is  nothing  better  because  in  that 
case  they  would  be  able  in  a  few 
mon^s  to  revolutionize  the  French 
.and  British  troops  as  they  claim  they 
already  had  revolutionized  the  Ger- 
man troops.  Their  only  alarm  was 
lees  the  Entente  should  occupy  Petro- 
grad and  Moscbw,  because  they  knew 
their  only  weapon  was  propaganda. 
Bolshevists  are  masters  in  revolu- 
tionary propaganda,  and  at  the  head 
of  this  instituUon  is  an  Austrian 
named  Radek  who  in  Moscow  found- 
ed an  'international  federation'  with 
members  ffom  the^  people  of  several 
nations.  , 

"Organisation  and  production  are 
Impossible  In  Rusfta  because  Russian 
workmen  have  no  sense  of  fellowship. 
It  is  impossible  for  the  Russian  gov- 
ernment to  reorganize  Industry  and 
trade  according  to  communistic  prin- 
ciples as  long  as  other  states  have  not 
accepted  like  principles  of  govern- 
ment. Until  now  Russia  has  main- 
tained life  on  pre-war  stores,  but  them 
soon,  will  be  exhausted.  The  Russian 
Foreign  Minister  once  said  that  the 
Soviet  republic  was  a  'foreign  sub- 
stance' In   Europe." 

M.  Scavenius  said  he  did  not  be- 
lieve conditions  In  Russia  would  be 
altered  without  foreign  intervention, 
and  he  added  that  In  his  opinion  im- 
mediate intervention  would  not  meet 
with  any  considerable  resistance.

We  would  not  proaumo  to  erItielM 
the  medical  faculty  in  the  wotk  of 
lighting  any  epidemic,  but  there  are 
fekturee  reUtIng  to  Bpaalah  Inlln* 
ofua  that  It  eeama  to  na'afo  not  aoffl- 
ciantly  emphaaliod^  It  is  a  mhioot 
upon  which  lay  opiiiion  has  the  right 
(O  ho.  heard  for  the  nature  of  the 
virus  Is  still  uncerUlq.  and  is  pos- 
sibly beyond  the  range  ef  mleroseoplc 
vision.  Many  doctors  tell  us  It  Is  a 
disease  of  crowds,  but  even  this  has 
never  been  abaolutely  demonstrated, 
while  it  has  been  proved  to  »  very 
great  extent  that  personal  cleanliness 
and  ordinary  health  prec^flons  go  a 
long  .^ay  Rewards  rendering  the  indi- 
vidual Immune  from  Infection.  It  fa 
from  the  vanUge  ground  of  the  last 
two  points  that  "the  apf eod  of—  the- 
dlseaa^  cail  he  meet  successfuMv 
combatted,  or  at  least  that  has  been 
the  experienee  at  such  plaoea  aa 
rlgiid  personal  precautions  have  been 
enforced. 

.    A*    Christ's     Hospital     School     at, 
Weet   Hoiraham    immunity  from  the. 
disease  was  secured  for  the  SAO  boys 
who   attend  that   Institution   by   fol- 
lowing a  poUcy  of  covpulfory  clean- 
liness   of   which   a   feature   was   tha 
dialnY«<tAnt    gargle    and     the     nasal 
deqehe.     Although   Influensa     spread 
ail  through  the  neighborhood  and  all 
round  the  school  4t'  never  reached  one 
of  the  boys.     The  examplo  was  con- 
sidered such  a  remarkable  one  that 
It  waa  given  i>ron-.lnence  in  th*  Lon- 
don preea:  yet  there  was  nothing  ex- 
traordinary about   the   matter  except 
aa  it  proved  that  personal .  careless* 
nesa  la  one  of  the  main  factors  in  the 
spread  of  an  epidemic.     It  every  in- 
dividual   throughout    the   world    had 
adopted  the  precautiona  forced  upon 
the  Hereham  schoolboys  there  would 
hwre  been  tio  Influenza  epidemic  with, 
its  toll  of  •.Oi>0.000  lives  within  three 
months:  and  goodness     knows     how 
many  more  elnee     this    llgure     was 
computed.      The    disinfectant    gargle 
and  the  nasal  douche  are  two  of  iho 
main    precautions    but    there,  are    all 
round  personal  cleanliness  and  wantt- 
ly-dothed   bodies  as   well.     Unnum- 
bered victlmit  of  th9     disease,    have 
contracted     it     through     being     ill- 
clothed,   or   ill-washed.     Even  yet  It 
has  failed  to  teach  women  the  folly 
of     low-necked,   dresses     in     Winter 
time.     Men  go  about  in  the  present 
inclement  w^yner  without  overcoats 
and   are  subject  to  chills,  with  their 
attendant  evils  in  times  cf  epld^mi?. 
Up  to  date  the  Winter  here  ha«  been 
mild  but  neVerthele«3     the     weather 
has-been  of  a  most  fluztuatlni?  char* 
act«-  with  frequent  changes  of  wind, 
conditions  which  lend  themselvoj  to 
promoting  colds. 

We  mention  r  these  few  iMpects  of 
the  epidemic  situation  with  %  view 
to  suggesting  that  far  better  efforts 
to  cope  with  tljjBs,  outbreak  might  be 
made  if  the  personal  precaution  fea- 
ture Was  more  strongly  emphasised 
by  the  medical  faculty.  Complete  and 
concise  Instructions  should  bo  Issued 
as  to  what  can  be  done  with  Impunity, 
and  what  cannot.  The  people  are  not 
Horsham  schoolboys  and  their  health 
cannot  be  presei^red,  whether  thoy  like 
It  .or  not,  but  thj)  reeiilmls  of  Vic- 
toi^ia  are  reasonable  hurtian  beings 
;who  Will  be  only  too  ready  to  adopt 
otery  possible  personal  precaution 
•once  they  know  such  are  vital  to  the 
well  being  of  the  community  as  a 
whole.  Both  men  and  women,  with 
some  few  exceptionli,  are  by  nature 
^relesa  about  taking  the  mokt  simple 
of  health  precautions.  Mpst  of  the 
time  they  feel  strong  and  well  and, 
think  th^  can  dispense  with  what 
others,  who! lire  weaker,  may  req^uiro 
to  safeguard  their  health.  They  will 
stand  fdft  minutes  together  at  atreet 
corners,  they  gto  about  Inadequately 
dressed  In  wet  or  cold  weather,  they 
omit  the  diainfectaiRt  gargle  and  the 
nasal  *tfouohe  hooause  it  is  too  much 
trouble,  and  they  carry  on  Just  the 
aamo  aa  they  wt>uld  in  tlmos  when  no 
epidemic  is  abroad.  Thla  la  the  elass 
of  the  community  tho  doctors  have 
got  to  rpooh  and  they  oaa  ponroado 
them  to  take  health  precautions  If 
they  go  about  It  In  the  right  way.  Any 
ban  on  pubUe  aasembUos  will  not  be 
a  perfect  panaoea,  for  under  any  cir- 
cumstances people  will  congregate.  If 
they  only  do  so  In  following  their  dally 
avocations.  If  they  do  not  go,  to 
theatres  and  churchee  they  will  go  to 
etoree;  even  If  tho  attendance  at  the 
latter  were  diminished  that  woo{d  not 
prrrsnf  men  and  women  gathering 
together  in  ofBeea.  In  hotelk,  in  room- 
ing hoQsea  and  tn  private  hom«a. 
Thfre  is  one  class  of  pnblle  entertain- 
ment that  we  do  think  ehouM  bo  die- 
pensed  with  at  tho  prisiwt  time  and 
that  la  dnn«ln»  It  pw»nio«eo  over-

Decision  to  modify  the  Council's

lULD  USE  RESERVE 
UNDS  FOR  SOLDIERS 


Reconstruction  Group  Has  Plan 
Whereby  Valuable  Indian 
Holdings  Could  Be  Devoted 
to  Use  of  Returned  Men.

The  taking  over  for  the  use  of  re- 
turned men  who  desire  to  settle  upon 
the  land  of  the  unused  portions  of 
certain  Indian  reserves  in  the  prov- 
ince, and  more  especially  on  Vancou- 
ver IsJand,  was  urged  upon  Premier 
Oliver  by  a  deputation  representing 
what  Is  known  as  the  Reconstruction 
group   yesterday   afternoon. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  the 
Premier  outlined  what  steps  already 
have  been  taken  to  provide  lands 
for  returned  men  in  the  province, 
what  steps  will  be  taken  in  the  way 
of  additional  legislation  to  permit  of 
the  province  and  Federal  Govern- 
ment working  together  in  co-opera- 
tion to  the  end  that  the  programme 
outlined  at  the  recent  Ot^wa  confer- 
ence may  be  made  efTectlve,  and  he 
stated  Home  of  the  f.n<(nclal  provi- 
sions which  the  province  proposes  to 
make  at  the  forthcoming  session  to 
assist  in   this  co-operative  movement. 

The  Premier  stated  that  the  Qov- 
emment, through  the  Land  Settle- 
ment Board,  has' secured  an  option  on 
some  16,000  acres  of  logged-off  lands 
in  the  Comox  section,  though  the 
purchase  thereof  has  not  yet  been 
consummated;  it  is  proposed  to  pro- 
vide in  the  estimates  at  the  coming 
session  an  "emergency  vote''  where- 
undcr  mone:'  will  i>^■.  voted  to  per,'nlt 
co-operation  with  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment Jn  the  matter  of  providing 
employment  through  the  construc- 
tion of  public  works;  he  outlined  the 
steps  taken  tu  provide  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  employment  bureaux  in 
oonJuncUon  with  the  Federal  Govor'i- 
ment,  which  will  bear,  half  the  cost 
of  administration  anlT  also  attach  to 
each  bureau  a  member  of  the  Sol- 
diers' Civil  Re-establlshment  Board 
to  the  ond  ^that  the  returned  men 
may  be  cardl  for. 

Sonth   Okanagaii   SolHMnc. 

He  stated  that  recently  the  I^ar.d 
Settlement  Board  ^t-d  acquired  some 
22.000  acres  of  land  Jn  the  Bouth 
Okanagan  V.illey.  lylnr;  between  P-iU- 
tlcton  and  the  International  bound- 
ary, which  It  is  proposed  tn  reclaim 
and  develop  at  a  cost  of  from  |300,- 
000  to  tl.000.000  and  'llvide  in^o 
small  holdings  for  use  of  the  re- 
turned men.  In  addition,  employ- 
ment will  be  given  by '  carrying  on 
work  oh  the  line  of  the  P.  n.  B.  as 
well  as  provldng  money  for  public 
works  whore  the  same  can  be  of  fu- 
ture benefit. 

The  deputation  was  composed  of 
Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt,  representing 
the  Board  of  Trade:  Mr.  Beaumont 
Boggs,  the  British  Campaigners; 
Councillor  Fred  C.  Nlvln.  the  Mu- 
nicipality of  Oak  Bay;  Reeve  Jones, 
Saanlch;  Mr.  Ravcnhlll,  secretary  of 
the  Reconstruction  Group,  and  Major 
Jukes,  the  G.  W.  V.  A.  Mr.  Joshua 
Kingham,  president  of  the  group, 
was  unable  to  attend. 

Saanlch  Lands 

Mr.  Bbggs  Introduced  the  deputation, 
explaining  it  was  a  representative 
body,  the  primary  object  of  which  is 
the  re-establlshment  Into  civil  life  of 
the  returned  soldier.  He  complimented 
the  Government  on  its  action  In  ac- 
quiring the  Comox  lands  and  surmised 
that  compliments  might  surprise  the 
Premier.  He  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  today  a  number  of  Indian 
reserves  in  the  Saanlch  peninsula, 
portions  of  which  are  not  being  utilised 
by  the  Indians.  While  the  Province 
does  not  control  such  lattds,  it  does 
possess  the  reversionary  Interest,  Mr. 
Boggs  stated.  He  estimated  there  are 
from  1,500  to  t.OOO  acres  in  Saanlch,  all 
fine  land  on  water  frontage.  Only  some 
ISO  Indians  are  on  these  lands,  which 
are  not  being  utilised  for  agricultuval 
piirimses.  The  Indians  had  escaped 
many  of  the  burdens  of  the  war  and  in 
justice  to  the  men  who  have  fought 
oversets  these  lands  should  be  given 
to  them.  He  snggcsted  that  the  Pro- 
vince should  take  up  the  matter  with 
the  FedenU  Oovemment. 
Comox  Lands 
Premier  Oliver  pointed  out  that 
whllo  nn  option  has  been  secured  on 
the  Comox  lands  and  they  are  now  be- 
ing Investigated,  no  actual  acquisition 
thereof  has  been  made.  The  opUon  ex- 
pires on  May  I,  the  price  being  $&  per 
acre.  A  good  dee  I  of  heavy  clearing 
would  have  to  be  done.     The  FMersl

aovernroent,  the  Premier  stated,  ad- 
mits it  Is  itB  duty  to  carry  the  re- 
turned soldier,  but  It  has  asked  the 
co-operation  of  the  Provinces,  and  so 
far  as  British  Columbia  is  concerned, 
he  said,  that  co-operation  would  be 
forthcoming.  Under  the  Soldiers' 
L>and  Act,  passed  last  year,  some  60,000 
acres  In  the  Stewart  Lake  section  had 
been  secured  and  Is  being  re-surveyed 
and  reported  upon.  The  Sout,h  Okan- 
agan scheme  would  afford  employment 
for  many  men. 

On  the  point  of  Indian  reserves,  the 
Premier  referred  to  the  report  made 
two  years  ago  by  the  Indian  Commis- 
sion appointed  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, a  report  which  recommended  the 
Increasing  of  the  Indian  reserves 
rather  than  reducing  them,  as  suggest- 
ed by  the  deputation.  The  two  sov- 
emroents  had  agreed  that  the  commis- 
sion's report  should  be  adopted  as  a 
settlement  of  the  Indian  reserve  ques- 
tion, and  thUi  agreement  had  been  con- 
firmed. The  whqle  position  as  to  Pro- 
vince and  Dominion  has  been  nxed  by 
that  action.  "He  recalled  that  he  had 
approached  the  Dominion  In  respect  of 
a  fine  tract  of  land  In  the  FYaaer  Val- 
ley contained  within  a  reserve,  but  so 
far  he  has  been  unable  to  secure  any 
answer.

Mr.  Flumerfelt  asked  if  it  would  be 
possible  to  divide  the  Province  Into 
cones  and  fix  a  price  for  first  and 
second-class  lands  In  each  and  then 
fix  a  date  by  which,  were  the  lands  not 
under  cultivation,  the  Oovemment 
could  step  In  and  expropriate  at  the 
price  fled. 

Premier  Oliver  admitted  that  theo- 
retically the  Province  might  have 
sovereign  rights,  but  practically  It  had 
not,  as  witness  the  action  of  the  Do- 
minion In  disallowing  Provincial  legis- 
lation. He  was  certain  that  If  tho  Pro- 
vince attempted  to  pass  legislation 
affecting  Indian  reserves  it  would  be 
disallowed.  As  for  other  lands,  the 
Government  would,  at  the  coming  ses- 
sion, take  power  to  expropriate  lands 
that  are  not  producing.  He  certainly 
favored  any  work  that  would  be  pro- 
ductive, and  at  present  he  believed  the 
production  of  foodstuffs  is  of  first  Im- 
portance. But  he  would  not  favor  any 
work  which  required  the  outlay  of  two 
dollars  to  secure  a  return  of  one.  He 
was  convinced  the  problems  facing  the 
country  could  b«  met  if  the  people  and 
governments  did  not  allow  themselves 
to  be  stampeded. 

"If  the  Dominion  Oovemment  tells 
us  It  desires  to  put  the  returned  men 
on  lands  now  within  the  limits  of  In- 
dian reserves  and  asks  us  to  give  a 
quit  claim  deed,  we  will  gladly  do  It," 
■aid  the  Premier,  In  answer  to  Mr. 
Boggs'  question  as  to  whether,  should 
the  Dominion  be  wllUng,  the  Oovem- 
ment would  be  willing  to  relinquish  Its 
reversionary  rights.

MUST  BUY  LICENCES

Complain  for  Having  to  Pay 
$20  for  Auto  Numbers  If 

^  Slaying  ShorL  Time  Over 
Three  Months. 


"Victoria  rets  her  visitors  too  easy. 
She  needs  some  competition  to  wake 
her  up,"  declared  an  irate  prairie 
visitor  yesterday  to  Miss  Taylor,  of 
the  Development  Association.  This 
man  and  another,  with  their  famlliea, 
had  driven  to  the  Coast  in  their 
cars  to  spend  the  Winter.  They  re- 
ceived a  certlfloate  rood  for  three 
months,  allowinr  them  to  use  their 
oars  without  buyinr  a  licence.  Their 
time  is  now  up  and  iff  they  wish  to 
stay  here  any  lonrer  they  must  come 
throurh  with  $20  to  buy  a  perma- 
ment  licence,  which  will  be  useless 
shortly.  They  contended  that  thwe 
should  be  some  system  by  which 
either  the  cars  might  remain  free  for 
lonrer  than  three  months  or  a  tax 
mirht  be  paid  monthly. 

This  .  prairie  rentleman  also  com- 
plains that  Vlotorla  does  nothtnr  for 
the  Winter  visitor.  He  points  to 
California,  where  they  have  various 
forms  of  amusement  and  entertain- 
ment. The  Development  Association, 
he  says,  does  its  work  well  as  far  os 
it  Iroes,  but  It  only  attends  to  the 
brinrihr  here  and  settllnr  of  visitors. 

A  bir  assembly  hall  where  band 
concerts  and  social  affairs  could  be 
held  Is  sorrested  as  a  mitabTe  means 
of  keeplnr  the  visitors  content.

The  new  commissioner  will  be  in  a 
somewhat  ditterent  basis  from  that  of 
his  predecesso^.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  Government  to  make  some  changes 
in  the  administration  of  the  depart- 
ment, which  comes  under  the  super- 
vision of  Attorney-General  Farrls.  He 
will  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
purchase  of  liquor  for  the  Govern- 
ment's stores,  but  will  have  wide  free- 
dom in  the  work  of  enforcing  the  Pro- 
hibition Act  and  carrying  out  his  other 
administrative  work.

SEATTLB.  Jan.  23. — Eight  rounds 
of  boxing  will  be  allowed  In  Seattle 
^nd  other  cities  of  the  sUte  If  the  bill 
Introduced  before  the  state  legislature 
yesterday  becomes  a  law.  William 
Wray,  of  this  country,  a  former  boxer, 
presented  a  bill  which.  If  passed,  will 
keep  the  sport  clean  and  still  allow 
the  athletes  to  go  longer  than  the 
four-rodnd  route. 

The  prestige  the  ring  game  gained 
by  the  hearty  endorsement  the  mili- 
tary ofllcials  gave  boxing  had  been  a 
big  thing  for  the  sport.  A  dozen  states 
are  voting  on  boxing  bills,  and  it  is 
probable  that  many  will  become  law. 
Oregon  Is  one  of  those  which  is  ex- 
pected to  pass  a  bill  legalizing  ten- 
round  bouts. 

The  new  bill  creates  a  commission 
of  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  a  salaried  secretary.  All 
contestants  must  submit  to  a  physical 
examination  before  entering  the  ring  j 
and  present  their  certificates  to  a  pro- 
perly accredited  ofllclal.  The  promoter 
of  the  bout  must  have  been  a  lessee  of 
the  premises  for  at  least  a  year  before 
he  can  contract  for  bouts.  This  pro- 
vision was  Included  to  bar  the  fly-by- 
nlght  promoter  who  in  the  past  has 
caused  the  criticism  of  the  art  of 
manly  defence.  The  promoters  must 
deposit  bonds  of  $5000  to  garantee  the 
state  against  loas  In  the  payment  of  5 
per  cent,  of  the  gross  recelpto  from  all 
boxing  matches. 

BlSht-ronnd  boats  with  slx-ounoe 
gloves  the  nUntmum  are  allowed 
under  the  plrbvlalons  of  the  bllL 
Champions  may  lose  their  titles,  as 
the  new  laws  allow  a  referee's  de- 
cision, but  betUng  at  the  ringside  is 
prohibited.* 

Penalties  for  infractions  of  the  rules 
by  the  boxers  and  promoters  alike  are 
attached.  If  the  promoter  falls  to 
furnish  the  bouts  as  advertised  he  is 
liable,  on  first  offence  to  a  fine  and 
suspension  for  a  period  of  sixty  days; 
the  second  ofTence  calls  for  a  perma- 
nent suspension  and  gives  the  state 
the  right  to  collect  on  his  bond  up 
to  a  stipulated  sum  to  protect  the

FATHER  MANOULEAUX

V  —Rev.  Father  Revls  Manooleaux,  for 
forty  years  priest  In  charge  of  St 
Mary's  Star  of  the  Sea  Catholic  church, 
died  suddenly  yesterday  afternoon  from 
heart  trouble,  after  an  Illness  of  but 
half  an  hour. 

Father  Manouleauz  was  born  in 
Flrance  66  years  ago  and  was  a  lieu- 
tenant in  the  French  army  in  the  war 
of  1870.

BUENOS  ATRBS,  Jan.  28.— A 
campaign  against  Jewish  residents  is 
In  progress  in  several  South  Ameri- 
can cities.  Billboards  In  Buenos 
Ayres  have  been  covered  With  the  In- 
scription "Down  with  the  Jews." 

The  SSlonlst  fraternity  yesterday 
placarded  the  city  with  posters,  "In 
the  name  of  160,000  laraelltea." 
These  posters  declared  the  Jews  were 
persecuted  by  "white  guards"  In  the 
recent  outbreak,  and  appealed  to  the 
people  of  Argentina  and  foreign  resi- 
dents for  Justice  against  "these  ttn- 
Juet  persons." 

Today  every  poster  was  covered  by 
another,  tjrpographloally  identical, 
blaming  Russian  Jews  for  the  reeent 
outbreak,  as  Well  as  "the  anarehlsUo 
outbreak  M  ltl9."  and  demanding 
that  the  government  rid  the  nation 
of  "this  Jewish  pest." 

The  Zionist  fraternity  has  retained 
legal  advisers,  and  Is  appealing  to 
the  police  and  government  against 
the  continuance  of  these  persecutions. 
There  Is  an  antl-Jewlsh  movement 
also  In  Montevideo,  which  has  taken 
the  form  of  opposition  to  certain 
Jewish  rltea,  and  news  dispatches 
from  Chile  report  an  aCitatlon  against 
me  Jewa  there.

Chief  Commissioner  of  Red 
Cross  Shows  What  Has 
Been  Done  in  France  of 
Late. 


Tb«  last  thr««  months.  «o  full  o( 
tmportanc«  in  th«  history  of  the 
wotid,  have  seen  th«  climax  of  our 
work.  Much  has  been  done  in  Eng- 
land, as  will  be  shown  by  the  facts 
«Bd  tbs  .separate  r^p^rts.  but  th«  cen- 
tre of  our  energies  ^as  been  the  work 
In  France,  says  Chief  Commissioner 
Blayloek  In  hln  Red  Cross  report  for 
months  of  September,  October  and 
November.  , 

You  will  read  here  the  reports  of 
the  Assistant  Commissioner  in  Prance. 
Major  tAw,  but  his  plain  statement 
of  facts  hardly  does  Justice  to  the  ex- 
cellent work  accomplished  by  himself 
;and  bis  stafT. 

Try  to  realise  what  it  meant  when 
our  loaded  lories,  which  had  tolled 
for  miles  over  shell-torn  rough  roads, 
were  tearlnv  Into  the  Belgian  and 
l>Yench  towns  before  ,the  retreating 
Germans  had  actually  left  them. 
While  the  towns  which  have  suffered 
for  four  years  from  the  cruelty  of  the 
enemy  were  still  belnir  heavily  shelled, 
relief  was  at  hand  for  the  weak  and 
worn  men,  women  and  children  who 
have  endured  these  Xour  years  of 
martyrdom.  The  arrival  of  these  lor- 
ries loaded  with  quantities  of  nour- 
ishing food  of  all  descriptions  must 
have  seemed  like  a  miraculous  Inter- 
vention to  save  the  population  from 
starvation.  The  Red  Cross  bad  paid 
special  attention  to  children's  food — 
hundreds  of  cases  of  condensed  milk, 
of  babies'  food  and  good  soups  were 
brought   and   distributed. 


Thowinrts  Saved 

It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
thousands  of  lives  were  saved  by  the 
Red  Cross,  for  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  not  only  were  these  poor 
people  sofferlnv  from  all  the  trials 
consequent  on  the  occupation  of  their 
country  and  on  constant  heavy  flght- 
inff,  but  the  ravages  of  Influenza  were 
frightful. 

Our  Canadian  Field  Ambulances 
took  over  the  care  of  the  sick  refugees 
and  they  issued  to  the  women  and 
children  our  supplies  of  soups.  Jellies 
and  other  suitable  foods,  revivinsr 
many  of  those  who  were  In  a  dyins: 
condition  when  rescued. 

The  latitude  of  those  who  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  restored  towns  will 
be  most  gratifying  to  Red  Cross  work- 
ers. The  letters  from  the  pfllclals  of 
Valenciennes — for  the  council  held  a 
special  meeting  and  signed  individu- 
ally Its  thanks  to  our  society — of  Ar- 
ras, Wallers,  Somain,  Ere,  Denain, 
Jemapes,  Aulney,  and  from  the  Hos- 
pice of  Valen(\iennes.  are  touchlnir  in 
their  gratitude  and  the  spirit  of 
friendship  they  express.  The  orlflr- 
Inals  of  these  historic  documents  are 
being  forwarded  to  Canada. 

Excellent      work      has      been      done 
throughout  by  Captain  D.  J.   Murphy, 
In  charce  of  work  in  the  forward  area, 
and  by  his  .drivers  and  staff,     i;^^  *,  ^'; 
Ardttoua  Work 

The  arduousness  of  the  work  of  the 
past  three  months  has  been  beyond 
all  comparison  with  any  previous 
time.     Prior  to  this     was     stationary 


warCaM.  Open  warfare  has  sMaat 
constant  chanrw  of  Held  ambulances 
and  casualty  clewrtA*  stations,  which 
moved  am  the  troop*  advanead.  and 
Un»e  and  time  again  units  were  lost 
completely,  only,  to  *>•  discovered  as 
they  wer«  on  the  movs  opoe  more. 

The  calls  from  Prance  have  iMsn 
Incessant,  both  for  supplies  and  tran- 
sport; they  have,  however,  all  been 
met. 

The  cessation  of  hostilities  will 
brinv  no  relief  for  months  to  the  Sed 
"ross.  Coming  as  it  has  done  at  the 
'  •Dd  of  a  terrlMe  Summer's  tigbUng, 
our  hospitals,  both  In  Prance  and  In 
Knsland.  are  crowded  with  sick  and 
wounded.  Added  to  this  the  frlg:htful 
epidemic  has  caused  much  suffering. 
At  no  time  in  the  Canadian  Red  Cross 
have  we  been  able  to  five  nor  have 
been  called  upon  for  so  much  assist- 
fance  of  all  kinds.  As  an  example  I 
may  t««l  you  that  the  D.a.M.8.  ofRce 
asked  us  for  10,090  Influenxa  masks 
to  be  ready  In  four  days.  Lady  Per- 
ley  took  the  matter  In  hand,  and  the 
masks  were  ready  and  delivered  on 
time,  to  be  used  in  the  transports  go- 
ing back  to  Canada. 

The  letters  of  gratitude  that  come 
from  commandlnf  officers,  ofltoers  aDlQ 
sisters,  go  to  prove  how  much  the  Red 
Cross  has  meant  to  the  medical  ser- 
vice durl^gr  these  strenuous  days  of  • 
memorable  Autumn  when  the  de- 
mands upon  It  have  been  extraordi- 
nary. 

No  Relaxatitm  Yet 

I  do  not  see  that  there  will  be  much 
relaxation  of  Red  Cross  activities  for 
from  six  to  nine  months  more,  in  so 
far  as  work  overseas  Is  concerned. 
With  the  hospitals  full  and  the  nu- 
merous demands  upon  us  we  have  -lit 
tie  time  to  consider  demobilization. 
Priaoners-or-War. 

We  have  forwarded  larye  quantities 
of  food  to  (Holland  In  conjunction  with 
the  Central  Prisoner  of  War  Commit- 
tee. Representatives  of  the  Red  Cross 
have  tried  to  meet  everyone  on  his  ar- 
rival In  Holland.  Camps  have  been 
set  up  in  England,  where  the  men  are 
taken  upon  arrival.  Everything  pos- 
sible is  being  done  to  meet  their 
needs,  and  they  receive,  as  I  need 
hardly  say.  a  warm  and  eager  wel- 
come from  the  people  of  this  coun- 
-try.  Still,  I  am  afraid,  ooming  as  they 
are  from  every  part  and  with  such  in- 
sufficient organization  until  they  ar- 
rive among  friends,  there  is  much  suf- 
fering. 

A  considerable  number  of  our  men 
have  reached  'England,  and  it  is  hoped 
another  six  weeks  will  see  them  all 
safely  repatriated.  All  addressed  par> 
eels  to  Germany  were  stopped  the  day 
after  armistice  was  signed,  and  now 
all  have  been  stopped. 
Stores 

The  Stores  Department  has  a  won- 
derful record.  Briefly,  I  may  say  that 
we  have  received  steadily  supplies 
from  Canada,  and  have  sent  these 
cases  to  hospitals  In  England,  to 
France,  and  elsewhere  regularly  each 
week,  and  the  following  table  shows 
the  numbers  and  their  destination:

liberated  Belgium  is  accompanied  by 
a  gracious  message  of  congratulation. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Serbian  Red  Cross  and  the  British 
Red  Cross  to  have  Lieut-Col.  Fltxpat- 
rlck  appointed  Joint  Commissioner  for 
the  two  societies  at  Salontca.  All  sup- 
plies sent  from  us  have  been  forward- 
ed through  him,  and  each  recipient 
notined  that  this  is  the  gift  of  the 
people  of  Canada. 

The  supplies  to  lUly  have  gone  for- 
ward as  quickly  as  the  Italian  author- 
ities could  take  them.  Our  shipments 
to  fYance  have  continued  as  already 
stated. 

Motor  Ambnlaiioo  Convoy 

We  have  taken  over  and  now  oper- 
ate the  London  Motor  Ambulance 
Convoy.  A  fleet  of  ten  ambulanoes  is 
now  on  the  streets  of  London,  and  a)l 
Canadian  wounded  are  carried  In  Cad- 
adian  Red  Cross  ambulances  driven 
by  Canadian  V.  A.  D.'s. 

Parcels  I>eiMirt3nent 

All  work  in  the  Information  Bureau 
has  gone  on  splendidly  in  spite,  as  I 
have  said,  of  the  handicap  of  illness. 
The  parcels  department  has  had  ex- 
traordinary demands  made  upon  lit. 
The  following  are  the  flgures  of  par- 
cels sent  out: 

September  parcels,  23,341;  Septem- 
ber cigarettes,  970.710  and  tobacco,  as 
well;  October  parcels,  24,  165  (a  rec- 
ord); October  cigarettes,  1,396,379  and 
tobacco  as  well;  November  (to  26th), 
7,670;  November  cigarettes,  709.006, 
with  tobacco  extra. 

FVuit  and  eggs  are  a  prohibitive 
price  In  London,  but  both  have  been 
sent  whenever  asked  for  by  visitors 
for  men  who  were  very  Hi  and  need- 
ed tempUng  with  dainties.  Jelly, 
chocolate,  soup,  bovrll,  ovaltine,  even 
port  wine,  have  all  been  supplied,  i»r- 
tlcularly  when  the  influenza  epidemic 
was  at  its  height. 

In  conclusion,  I>say  again,  make  no 
mistake.  There  is  no  armistice  for 
the  Red  Cross.  The  guns  may  be 
silenced.  Peace  terms  may  be  signed, 
but  still  the  flght  against  pain  and 
disease  goes  on.  Till  the  last  Can- 
adian soldier,  who  has  offered  himself 
as  a  barrier  between  us  and  destruc- 
tion is  discharged  from  hospital,  we 
must  march  forward  steadily  under 
the  banner  of  the  Red  Cross.

Qeneral  Curric.  AVe  all  adored  our 
big  General  and  many  a  happy  time 
we  had  on  board  ship,  after  ail  duty 
waa  done,  tieneral  Currie  la  a  great 
man  for  sports  and  concerts  to  give 
the  troops  trainlnR  and  help  socially. 
We  always  had  the  same  whilst  in 
France  for  at  all  times  the  2nd  Bri- 
gade tooJ<  every  chance  to  be 
"Sporty"  even  with  uor  boche 
Friends."  The  latter  eot  everything 
they  wanted  from  ua. 

I  well  remember  the  Battle  of 
Ypres,  we  were  the  I'attalion  in  com- 
pany with  the  8th  (Little  Black 
Devils)  of  Winnipeg,  holding  the 
front  line  at  the  farthest  point  in  the 
salient, — Graven  Stafel  by  name. 
General  Currie  was  paying  his  usual 
visit  of  inspection  of  battalions  in 
front  line  trenches,  but  got  no  further 
than  the  6th  battalion  headquarters. 
Whilst  General  Currie  was  with  us  a 
heavy  bombardment  started  up  all 
along  the  line,  front  and  rear,  and  the 
first  gas  was  discharged  on  alt  our 
front.  We  had  no  masks  them  and 
suffered  very  severely,'  but  stuck  it  out, 
by  main  strength  and  Ignorance  as  all 
stated.  I  being  R.S.M.  was  at  head- 
quarters in  company  with  our  Colonel 
adjutant  and  second  in  command. 
All  other  headquarter  staff  had  to 
take  up  a  position  in  a  hastily  made 
reserve  trench  to  support  our  front 
line  as  our  reserve  companies  had  to 
be  sent  away  to  reinforce  the  8th  and 
10th  battalions.  General  Currie  who 
I  stated  was  with  the  6th  battalion 
headquarters  and  was  on  his  way  to 
8th  battalion  (which  was  then  com- 
manded by  the  late  General  Tlpsett). 
The  bombardment  being  so  severe 
General  Currie  stayed  at  the  5th 
and  whilst  with  us  a  phone  message 
was  received  by  him  ordering  our 
withdrawal  from  our  front  position. 
It  appeared  that  the  phone  wires 
between  us  &nd  brigade  headquarters 
were  cut  by  shell  Are  and  a  special 
dispatch  rider  had  been  sent  to 
General  Currie  to  withdraw  his 
troops  from  the  front  line.  The 
despatch  rider  could  not  make  his 
way  to  our  headquarters  owing  to 
shell  fire  and  machine  gun  and  by  a 
smart  bit  of  work  found  out  that  a 
phone  was  in  connection  with  us,  from 
a  place  behind  and  therefore  got 
General  Currie  on  the  phone  and  sent 
tho  order  to  wihtdraw.  General  Currle 
on  receiving  the  order,  flung  himself 
down,  and  started  to  light  his  pipe 
(showing  his  grit).  He  then  said: 
"why  It  is  murder  to  ask  anyone  to 
retire  in  daylight  from  here."  Our 
Colonel  fTuford)  said  the  same  and 
stated.  "I  won't  retire".  The  General 
on  hearing  this  remark  from  Colonel 
Turford.  took  out  a  field  message 
form  from  his  pocket,  and  wrote  out 
an  order.  It  ran: 
From  O.  C.  2nd  Infantry  Battalion 
IfTo.  c.  6th  Canadian  Battalion 
"Withdraw  In  conjunction  with  8th 
Canadian  RatUlion  and  Bth  Northum- 
berland Fusiliers  at  once." 

At  that  moment  a  shell  struck  our 
dougout,  wiping  out  our  telephone, 
and  all  means  of  communication  to 
our  two  companies  in  the  front  line. 
All  our  staff  were  inUct,  but  very 
much  shocked  and  nearly  buried 
•live.  Our  adJuUnt  and  2nd  In  com- 
mand, after  arguing  who  should  Uke 
the  message  for  withdrawal  to  the 
companies  in  the  front  line  went  away 
together,  crawling  and  dodging  for 
cover,  whilst  on  the  way  to  the  front 
line  the  adjutant  was  hit  and  fell  all 
of  a  heap.  Th©  2nd  in  command  still 
kept  going  and  he  got  hit  just  as  he 
was  handing  the  mesmge  to  the  com- 
pany commander.  Tho  message  was 
read  by  them  and  withdrawal  begun. 
It  was  an  awful  game  to  play  and  the 
boche  were  all  around  us,  but  the 
good  old  Canadians  by,  ss  if  Is  said, 
main  strength  and  ignorance  (In 
those  days)  got  away  but  at  a  great 
losa-  It  took  from  4:  SO  In  the  afUr- 
noon  till  1  :lo  a.  m.  before  we  got  back 
half  •   mile,   where    we    conaolldated 


and  handed  over  to  an  English 
Regiment,  we  going  in  support  posi- 
tion owing  to  lack  of  reinforcements 

I  must  state  that  our  adjutant  and 
2nd  in  command  were  carried  out, 
and  both  being  shot  through  the  lungs 
were  invalided  to  Kngland.  They 
are  both  recovered  and  I  am  proud  to 
say  both  got  the  D.S.O.  and  are 
generals  today,  one  is  General  Hugh 
Dyer,  the  other  a  British  Columbia 
man.   General    Edward   Hilliam. 

I  must  now  go  back  to  General 
Currie  (who  was  still  at  our  battalion 
headquarters).  It  took  myself  -and 
Colonel  Tuford  a  long  time  to  per- 
suade General  Currie  (who  had  all  the 
sand  imaginable)  that  his  place  was 
back  behind  at  Brigade  headquarters. 
At  last  we  got  him  to  make  his  way 
back,  never  expecting  to  see  him 
again,  for  Colonel  Tuford  had  made 
ail  arrangements  as  a  good  Canadian 
to  fight  it  out.  But  as  luck  would 
have  it,  the  finest  sight  we  saw,  when 
we  came  out  was  our  General  all  O  K. 
He  must  have  had  a  charmed  life  and 
still  has. 

I  could  and  would  like  to  write 
more  about  General  Currle,  but  I  am 
afraid,  I  have  said  enough  or  as  much 
as  I  should  say.  I  only  hope  a  big 
reception  will  be  made  possible  for  a 
big  Here  like  the  General  when  he 
comes  back  to  Victoria.

His  plan  of  doing  away  with  a  com- 
pulsory half  holiday  and  allowing 
each  storekeeper  to  send  his  clerks  off 
any  afternoon  that  suits  him'  reminds 
me  of  the  small  country  stores  and  is 
certainly  not  a  twentieth  century  idea. 

Has  our  worthy  alderman  any  idea 
of  how  much  business  Is  done  on  a 
Saturday,  say.  >>etwe«n  the  hours  of 
6  to  9  o'clock?  He  would  be  surprised 
to  hear,  no  doubt,  that  practically  all 
of  It  Is  done  between  the  hours  of  t  to 
9,  meaning  tbat  store  keeps  Its  doors 
open  for  four  hours  to  do  one  hour's 
liuslness.  This  is  poor  economy  all 
round,  for  the  stores  arc  wasting  un- 
necessary light  and  he«t.  The  rl«Tks 
are  using  up  energy  that  they  never 
can  replace,  and  are  also  spending 
money  for  a  daturday  nisht's  supper 
that  (hey  are  ill  able  to  elToi^  It  alee 
means  a  dlsorsanls«d  aU  between 
the  hours  of  •  to  7:20.  and  a  clerk  take* 
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an  hour  for  supper  so  as  to  do  an 
hour's  work  between  the  hours  of  S 
and  9. 

Admitting  that  the  butchers  would  be 
placed  in  a  very  poor  position  by  the 
Saturday  hsdf  day  cloeing  and  that  our 
leading  newspapers  would  lose  through 
loss  of  advertisements,  would  not  It 
be  better  for  all  concerned  If  we  did 
away  with  a  half  holiday  altogether 
and  made  it  a  straight  eight-hour  day. 
and  no  business  man  could  turn  round 
and  say  that  he  was  losing  this  or  that. 
These  hours  again  would  allow  hus- 
band and  wife  to  do  their  family  shop- 
ping which.  It  must  be  allowed,  is  a 
necessity  due  no  doubt  that  some  lov- 
ing husbands  have  never  yet  taught 
their  wives  how  to  manipulate  their 
money  to  the  best  advantage  and  see 
through  their  eyes  when  buying. 

If  our  newspapers  would  take  this 
matter  up  and  champion  It  as  they 
have  done  other  matters  of  less  Im- 
portance, they  would  And  that  they 
were  working  on  sound  lines,  and  real 
up-to-date  ones  at  that 

If  a  straight  eight-hour  day  Is  good 
enough  for  the  big  American  cities, 
then  it  seems  to  me  that  we  would  not 
go  far  wrong  If  our  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men,  backed  up  by  the  newspapers, 
made  a  howl  big  enough  bo  that  the 
people  across  at  the  Parliament  Build- 
ings could  hear  them  and. change  the 
whole  thing  satisfactory  to  all  classes, 
the  public  first  then  the  storekeeper 
and  then  the  humble  clerk.

Printing  Contracts 

Sir. — Six 'of  the  newly-elected  City 
Council  made  the  pre-election  prom- 
ise to  favor  the  label  of  the  Allied 
Printing  Trades  Council  In  civic 
printing  contracts;  but  only  three  of 
the  six  voted  for  the  fulfilment  of 
their  promise  when  the  question  waa 
put  In  the  Council  Chamber  Monday 
evening.  This  Is  a  little  matter  that 
the  trades  union  and  others  might  do 
well  to  make  note  of. 

The  main  argument  that  appeared 
to  swing  the  Council's  opinion  was 
that  they  should  not  be  dictated  to 
by  any  union,  which  is  a  very  good 
argument  for  nearly  everything,  but 
printing:  the  anion  label  on  printed 
matter  is  an  aseet  and  should  be  con- 
sidered In  that  light. 

I  observed  that  all  the  candidates 
In  putting  forth  their  printed  propa- 
ganda. In  their  efforts  to  Influence 
votes,  saw  to  It  that  the  union  label 
was  conspicuously  displayed.  Why? 
Because  organised  labor  in  all  its 
branches  looks  for  that  label. 

The  Typographical  Union  Is  tbe 
strongest  organisation  of  Ha  fclml  In 
the  world,  bar  none;  It  embraces  96 
per  cent  of  the  most  skilled  trades- 
men In  the  buslneea  Comparison  be- 
tween the  class  of  work  turned  out  by 
non-unicm  printers  and  union  print- 
ers la  always  favorable  to  the  latter. 
The  printer  prepares  for  the  eye  of 
the  unthinking  masaes.  thought;  and 
he  flttingly  presents  to  the  Intelligent 
reader.  Ideas.  The  unio  niabel  lmpll«>s 
that   the  best   printor   has  done  the 


work;  therefore,  the  label  Is  a  bia 
argument  In  favor  of  fair  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  printed.

ferent interpretatlona  In  Mrs.  Eddy's 
Science  and  Health;  thus,  God.  in- 
stead of  being  a  personal  monarch 
far  away  in  the  skies,  dispensing 
ju«ments  on  the  souls  of  men  de- 
parted from  this  world,  rewarding 
some  and  condemning  others,  is  In- 
stead described  as  mind,  ommt  pre- 
sent good,  life,  truth  and  love.  The 
flrst  is  the  Orthodox  Idea  of  God,  the 
second  is  the  Christian  Science  or  Mrs. 
Eddy  Idea  of  Ood.  Mrs.  Eddy's 
teaching  Is  wholly  built  upon  her 
original  conception  of  God,  and  need- 
less to  say.  she  and  her  followers  are 
able  to  dispense  with  much  that  en- 
cumbers   orthodoxy. 

There  are  many  reasons  why  the 
spirit  of  inquiry,  encouraged  in  re- 
cent issues  of  The  Colonist,  should 
continue.  There  exists  altogether  too 
much  confusion  between  the  various 
schools  of  religious  Instruction,  with 
the  undoubted  result  that  many  people 
find  themselves  in  the  matter  of 
religion,  very  far  at  sea,  and  that 
without  either  anehor  or  destination. 

Without  fear  of  contradiction,  It 
may  be  said  that  the  Bankey-Moody 
sehool  of  theology  which  flourished 
fifty  years  ago  la  either  dying  or  dead. 
The  more  exalted  and  sometimes 
very  beautiful  hymnology  of  the  older 
churches  has  lost  its  old-time  fascina- 
tion, and  ninety-nine  per  cent  of  mens 
energies  are  taken  up  in  worldly 
pursuits.  Is  there  any  reaM>n  then, 
why  Chrlstton  ik;lence,  or  the  teaching 
of  Mrs.  Eddy,  should  not  be  given 
fair  treatment  and  an  opportunity  to 
prove  itself  without  being  subjected 
to  smaU  ridksulek  and  yet  smaller 
abuse? 

Personally.  I  am  ^ulte  Impreaaed 
with  the  theories  of  Mrs.  Eddy  and 
also  with '  explanatlona  given  by  a 
lady  of  Vancouver.  I  hope  I  am  cor- 
rect  in  oredlting  Christian  Selene^ 
with  the  working  out  of  tbe  problem 
of  good  health  naturally  and  not 
miraculously,  in  which  ease  I  oUII 
think  Mrs.  Bddy  taught  a  kind  of 
Pantheism.

Oo-Operatlon 

Siany-  topioa  of  importance  to  the 
faeming  community  were  dealt  with 
by  Coast  MarkaU  Commisaioner  Ab- 
bott, of  Vancouver,  who-  dealt  fully 
with  the  marketing  *  question  and 
made  a  strong  plea  for  co-operation, 
iiistandinf  the  benefits  which  will  ac- 
crue therefrom  and  citing  the  results 
attained  by  other  co-operative  con- 
cerns. Hon.  E.  D.  Barrow,  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  in  place  of  a  sat  ad- 
dress, answered  a  large  number  of 
questions,  entered  into  a  full  ditcns- 
sion  of  cheaper  stumping  powder,  the 
proposed  district  agency  plan  under 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and 
other  pertinent  matters.  He  stated 
that  the  Government  is  contemplat- 
ing the  appointment  ,of  representa- 
tivea  tor  the  purpose  of  organizing 
co-opcTrative  aseociations  through  the 
Province.  ,       .     , 

The  proposal  to  affiliate  with  the 
United  Farmers  of  British  Columbia 
found  favor,  but  was  laid  over  until 
the  resolution  can  be  sent  to  all 
Farmers'  Institutes  throughout  the 
district  for  approval  and  to  secure 
their  opinions  thereon. 

Considerable  discussion  took  plaoe 
upon  the  question  of  the  necessity  of 
the  Government  throwing  open  for 
settlement  arable  land  now  held  un- 
dej  timber  licence,  but  on  which  no 
licence  should  properly  exist 
Foaecaats   Aotkm 

Hon.  Mr.  Barrow  aUtad  that  this 
was  a  matter  now  being  fully  consid- 
ered by  the  Government  and  the  Land 
Bettlement  Board  has  been  Investl- 
gatint;  it  for  some  time  past.  He 
was  hopeful  that  some  action  along 
the  lines  suggested  would  be  taken, 
especially  In  regard  to  those  licensed 
areas  in  the  vicinity  of  transportation 
faoillUes,  to  tha  and  that  they  may' 
be  settled  and  made  productive. 
CMental  Qaeatlon 

Tha  Oriental  and  the  land-  was  a 
topia  which  created  some  discussion 
Af  the  evening  session,  one  that  has 
been  before  farmers'  gatherings  on 
previous  occasions. 

Mr.  Rolston,  representing  the  G.W. 
V.A.,  declared  that  the  returned  men 
ara  tired  of  hearing  governments 
promise  to  give  consideration  to  the 
question,  but  getting  no  farther.  The 
Oriental,  he  aaserted,  has  Invaded  the 
commercial  and  agricultural  field  m 
British  Columbia.  The  time  was  ar- 
riving when,  if  the  Government  did 
not  take  action,  someone  else  would 
Irhrow  out  the  Oriental,  and  the  Oov- 
ernment  would  have  to  foot  the  bill. 

Hon.  Mr.  Barrow  stated  that  the 
present  provincial  administration  at 
Its  first  session  had  considered  the 
matter.  It  could  see  the  Oriental  se- 
curing land  and  the  influx  of  what  he 
termed  the  Chinese  bond  slaves.  But 
the  Government  had  apprecUted  the 
fact  that  it  was  a  serious  matter  to 
take  any  aoUon  while  the  war  waa 
on.  The  farmers  of  the  Fraser  Val- 
ley, of  which  he  was  one,  had' agreed 
neither  to  sell  nor  lease  their  lands 
to  Orientals.  The  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment, the  Minister  declared,  had 
no  desire  to  sidetrack  the  question. 
It  would  be  possible  to  make  a 
"graadiaand  play"  to  square  itaalf 
With  tha  publle,  but  that  is  not  its 
aim.  The  matter,  ha  aaaarad  tha 
iheeting.  would  not  be  lost  sight  of 
by  the  government.

FRANCE  REQUIRES 

ADDITIONAL  SHIPS 

PARIS,  Jan.  23. — M.  Buisson.  com- 
missioner of  merchant  marine,  dis- 
cussing today  the  reconstruction  of 
French  shipping,  declared  that  France 
had  lost  during  the  war  almost  two- 
fifths  of  her  merchant  -  fleet,  which 
was  already  greatly  Inadequate  for 
the  requirements  of  the  French  trade. 

The  commissioner  suggested  that 
France  should  obtain  as  rapidly  as 
pomtble  compensation  for  French  ton- 
nage destroyed  by  submarines  and 
the  prompt  carrying  out  of  the  con- 
vention with  Great  Britain  with  re- 
gard to  shipping,  which  should  in- 
crease France's  tonnage  by  500,000 
tons  in  two  yei^rs.

SURPLUS  OF  POTATOES 


Total  Area  Planted  Last  Year 
Was  More  Than  Twice  That 
of  Previous  Year — Three 
Provinces  Below  Normal. 


OTTAWA.  Jan.  23.— The  Militia 
Department  has  announced  that  the 
steamer  Megantic  is  now  on  her'^ay 
across  the  Atlantic  with  1.015  |^r- 
sons  on  board,  of  whom  963  are  sol- 
diers and  C62  civilians.  This  Is  one 
of  the  last  trips  on  which  a  boat  will 
carry  troopa  and  oivilians  together. 
It  Is  expected  tha  Megmntic  will  ar- 
rive at  Halifax  on  or  about  January

A  revised  estimate  of  the  Canadian 
potato  crop  from  figures  in  possession 
of  the  Canadian  Food  Board  shows 
an  exportable  surplus  in  six  provinces 
of  2,843,000  bushels  over  all  require- 
ments for  domestic  use  and  seeding, 
says  the  Potato  Magazine.  Alberta, 
Saskatchewan  and  Ontario  have  no 
surplus.  Early  frost  and  prolonged 
drought  reduced  the  yield  below  nor- 
mal in  those  provinces.  On  the  con- 
trary, Quebec,  New  Brunswick  and 
Manitoba  show  a  remarkable  surplus 
of  24,600.000  bushels.  The  balance 
of  3,933,000  bushels  In  In  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island,  Nova  Scotia  and  Briltsh 
Columbia. 

The  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics, 
in  a  bulletin  issued  November  26,  re- 
ports on  the  area,  yield  and  value  of 
potato,  root  and  fodder  crops  In  Can- 
ada for  1918  as  compared  with  1917, 
the  acreage  and  condition  on  October 
of  Fall  wheat  sown  for  1919.  and  the 
progress  of  Fall  plowing. 

Thj  returns  already  published  show 
that  the  total  area  planted  in  fleld 
potatoes  In  Canadai  this  year  was 
735,192  acres,  as«compared  with  666,- 
9B8  sicres  In  1917,  both  years  estab- 
lishing records.  The  estimated  yield 
per  acre  for  Canada  this  year  Is  143 ^ 
bushels,  a»  compared  with  121 H 
bushels  last  year.  The  total  esti- 
mated yield  of  potatoes  for  19  Ig  to 
106,579,700  busheto,  as  compared 
with  70,892,400  busheto  last  year. 
The  yield  for  1918  to  the  highest  on 
record,  the  previous  record  being  over 
99,000.000  bushels  in  1909.

FINDUY  RELEASED 

AND  REARRESTED 


VANCOUVER,  B.C..  Jan.  23.— Walter 
C.  Flndlay,  former  prohibition  commis- 
sioner for  British  Columbia,  was  re- 
leased from  Okalla  jail  late  this  after- 
noon on  a  writ  of  habeau  corpus,  but 
was  immediately  re-arrested  charged 
with  the  theft  of  74  cases  of  whisky. 

At  a  preliminary  hearing  of  the  same 
charge  Flndlay  was  acquitted,  but  on 
Instructions  from  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral's department  a  new  jnformatlon 
has  been  laid  to  ensure  a  re-hearlng  of 
tbe  evidence. 

Flndlay  was  only  out  of  OkalU  Jail 
for  a  short  hour  or  two  when  he  waa 
re-arreated  on  tbe  charge  of  atealing 
the  74  cases  of  whisky.  Ball  would 
have  been  forthcoming  this  afternoon, 
but  the  Attorney-General  insisted  that 
the  matter  should  go  before  the  open 
court,  BO  the  ball  will  be  applied  for 
tomorrow  morning.  The  amount  de- 
signated is  17,600  in  two  sureties,  and 
it  la  said  they  will  t>e  forthcoming. 

In  the  ordinary  way  a  man  cannot 
be  put  upon  trtol  twice  for  the  same 
offence,  but  as  the  case  was  dismissed 
by  the  magistrate  at  a  preliminary 
hearing,  the  Attorney  General  to  able 
to  toy  a  new  Information  and  so  bring 
about  a  new  hearing.

HUNGARY'S  INTEGRITY 
DECLARED  ESSENTIAL 

BUDAPEST,  Jan.  28. — Count  Kar- 
olyi,  the  President  of  Hungary,  do- 
ctored today  that  the  maintenance  of 
the  territorial  integrity  of  Hungary  to 
easential  to  a  European  peace. 
"France  and  England," '  the  Count 
said,  "fought  to  prevent  the  realisa- 
tion of  Mittel  Europe,  but  if  they  con- 
tinue to  act  as  they  have  been  doing 
since  the  armistice  they  are  going 
toward  the  reconstitution  of  this 
Mittel  Eureoa." 

Count  K&rolyi  declared  it  was  a 
mtotake  to  take  territory  from  Hun- 
gary as  it  was  before  the  war  and 
give  it  to  new  states,  "for  we  ean  per- 
fectly well  give  these  peoples,  whom 
it  Is  sought  to  detach  from  us,  au- 
tonomy whlotr  win  make  them  eth- 
nical entities  similar  to  the  Swiss 
cantons." 

The  Hungarian  leader  said  he 
should  much  like  to  see  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Danublan  federation. 


PORTUGAL  REPORTS 
ARE  CONTRADICTORY

Art  Mnseonii  Haa  Novelty 

In  the  name  of  his  wife,  Ella  Ladd 
Letond,  who  was  the  widow  of  the  tote 
Charles  R.  Ladd  of  Chattanooga, 
Tenn.,  has  presented  a  beautiful  speci- 
men of  the  argonauta  or  paper  nau- 
tilus to  George  Walter  Vincent  Smith 
for  the  art  museum.  The  shell  ta  now 
on  exhibition  at  the  museum. 

Prof.  Letond  relates  the  following 
story  of  the  flfi^ding  of  the  shell,  which 
measures  7^  inches:  Twenty  years 
ago  as  Mrs.  Mary  Stanley  was  walk- 
ing at  daylight  on  the  coast  of  See- 
breese,  Fla.,  she  saw  what  appeared 
to  be  a  child's  toy  sailboat  coming 
across  the  waves.  She  expected  to 
see  It  demoltohed,  but  it  breasted  the 
heavy  surf  and  was  washed  high  on 
the  abora.  Presently  it  was  seen  to 
move  along  the  sand.  Upon  closer  in- 
spection it  was  found  to  be  a  shell  be- 
longing to  a  Jelly-like  animal  with 
tentaoles. 

The  argonauta  or  paper  nautilus, 
which  appears  In  fleets  of  hundreds  on 
the  Mediterranean  Sea.  managed'  to 
keep  secret  its  habits  of  life  until  the 
middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  It 
derives  its  name  from  the  female  of 
the  species,  who  carries  arbund  with 
her  a  beautiful  shell  thin  as  paper, 
"ship-shaped,  with  a  double  keel"  of 
a  white  porcelaneous  substance.  This 
shell  Is  not  the  home  of  the  little 
animal,  but  to  a  cradle  where  the  eggs 
are  stored  and  protected  until  matur- 
ity.   There  is  no  muscutor  attachment 

.s  ii^  the  chambered  nautilus;  it  is 
entirely  separate,  but  firmly  graspsd 
and  held  by  two  arms  that  are  web- 
shaped  at  the  extremities.  When  the 
argonauta  walks  on  the  sea  bottom, 
where  most  of  her  \\f*  is  epent,  she 
carries   her    shell    aloft,     but    when 

wimming  the  position  is  reversed. 
The  paper  nautilus  to  a  species  of  oc- 
topus. The  male,  about  one  inch  in 
length,  to  rarely  seen  and  him  no  shell

SUPPORTS  CANDIDAM 
OF  PRIVATE  DUNCAN 


Mr.  Hugh  Savage  Gives 
Reasons  for  Course  He  Has 

-  Pursued  In  Campaign  in 
Cowichan  Riding, 


DUNCAN.  Jan.  23.— 8j}eskln«r  in 
th«  Opera  HooM  h«r«.  in  support  of 
the  candidature  of  Ptf.  Duacao.  Mr. 
Huxh  Savase  aald  Ui«t  aa  a  Unioniat 
In  Dominion  matted  he  had  en- 
deavored to  foeter  the  Union  move- 
ment In  Cowlohan.  It  would  make 
tor  cleaner  provloolal  polttice  and 
government. 

The  real  tsauca  at  atake  in  thla  elec- 
tion he  declared  to  J>e  an*  attemjft  to 
create-  a  oU|«  diatlnctlon  as  opposed 
to  an  honest  endeavor  to  merge  the 
Interest*  at  tie  aoldler  with  those  of 
the  comm^ity  a(  large.  He  salb 
that  fomanioldlers  held  themselves 
as  a  claa4  apart  because  they  h\d 
grievances  agallnst  the  governments. 
He  agreed,  that  the  grievancea  were 
Justifiable.  ' 

The  reason,  however,  for  the  pres- 
ent opposition  to  the  O.  W.  V.  A. 
candidate  was  that  the  public  recog- 
nised that  ultimately  the  returned 
man  would  be  better  off  if  he  strove, 
not  to  create  a  barrier  between  him- 
self and  the  general  public,  but  to 
work  with  them  to  make  good 
civilians  out  of  good  soldiers. 

Mr.  Savage  outlined  how  Major 
Hay  ward  In  1917  had  appealed  to  the 
men  at  home  to  develop  their  nat- 
ural resources  in  order  to  provide 
work  for  the  returning  soldier.  Ulti- 
mately realizing  that  he  could  not 
provide  these  men  with  the  necessary 
leadership,  he  had  offered  to  resign^ 
last  Spring.  A  section  of  local  Con- 
servatives had  refused  to  accept  his 
resignation  and  thl»  had  driven  many 
Conservatives,  even  members  of  the 
executive,  to  unit*  with  Independents 
and  some  Uberals  in  representing  all 
classes  in  the  Unionist  League. 

He ,  had  assisted  in  the  formation 
of  the  Cowichan  O.  W.  V.  A.,  which 
the  public  had  been  assured  was  a 
non-poUtlcal  organization.  They  had 
learned  with  surprise  that  its  presi- 
dent, Mr.  Douglas  James,  and  its  sec- 
retary, Mr.  J.  Morley,  had,  without 
consulting  any  other  local  party  or 
organization.  Invited  F.  Ololma,  M. 
P.  P. -elect,  Victoria,  to  suggest  a  can- 
didate. He  had  conferred  with  a 
prominent  Victoria  Conservative  con- 
carnlng  Major  Edwards'  suitability. 
The  Cowichan  public  was  now  asked 
to  comply,  while  Oiolma,  James  and 
Morley  assumed  the  role  of  dictators 
and  demanded,  .as  a  right,  support 
for  their  candidate.  With  other  In- 
cidents, this  led  many  to  believe  the 
Cowichan  Q.  W.  V.  A.  was  not  en- 
tirely free  from  narty  strings. 

Mr.  Savage  contended  that  the  atti- 
tude assumed  by  two  and  endorsed 
by  seven  O.  W.  V.  A.  members  did 
not  accurately  represent  that  of  the 
1,200  or  more  fit  fighting  Cowichan 
men  yet  to  rettMrn.  He  showed  that 
not  20  per  cent,  of  British  Columbia's 
soldiers  had  returned.  Not  all  these 
were  fn  '  the  four  returned  soldier 
organizations,  of  which  the  G.  W.  V. 
A.  was  but  one.  He  argued  that  while 
the  G.  .  W.  V.  A.  did  not  reprensent 
even  the  men  now  returned.  It  was 
Itself  split  into  factions.  The  mod- 
erates sought  to  place  their  case  be- 
fore the  Government  by  enlisting  the 
support  of  the  already  chosen  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people.  The  ex- 
tremists, .  led  by  Mr.  Giolma,  de- 
manded that  all  vacancies  In  the 
House  should  be  filled  by  their  nomi- 
nees. Ultimately  It  meant  a  soldiers' 
party  strong  enough  to  enforce  the 
leglBlatlon  required.  That  meant 
class  government,  which  all  intelli- 
gent people,  sailors.  soltUers  or  ci- 
vilians, recognised  as  dangerous.  He 
appealed  to  Cowichan  to  smash  this 
extremist^  movement  headed  by 
Ololma. 

The  extremists  feared  that  the 
clvlUans  would  not  secure  Juetice  for 
ttte  returned  men.  Were  not  these 
"Civilians"  the  blood  relatives  of  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  the  fight- 
ing lAen  yet  to  return?  Were  they 
not.  In  opposing  the  extremists,  safe- 
guarding the  Interests  of  their  absent 
ones? 

Turning  to  the  candidates,  he  said 
that  one  was  a  very  gallant  soldier, 
who,  nevertheless,  represented  the 
extremist  view  which  stood  for  class 
distinction  and"  class  government. 
The  other  was  a  Cowichan  soldier, 
representing  the  progress  towards 
union  of  all  parties;  one  in  sympathy 
with  the  common  alms  of  all  right- 
thinking  soldiers  and  citizens;  one  who 
had  local  knowledge  enabling  him  to 
grapple  at  once  with  local  problems 
of  development,  the  solution  of  which 
meant  a  more  prosperous  Cowichan, 
affording  employment  for  every  good 
solder  who  was  content  to  become  a 
food  citizen.

HISTORY  OF  PEST

Mr.  H.  J.  Davis  and  Mr.  A.  O.  Flnmer- 

felt  Will  Address  Kavy  Leagne 

Meetdig  Tonglht. 

Mr.  H.  J.  Davis,  honorary  provin- 
cial secretary  of  the  Navy  League  of 
Canada,  will  leave  by  the  morning 
train  for  Nanalmo  today,  accom- 
panied by  Mr.  Helmslng,  and  will 
speak  at  a  meeting  under  the  Nanal- 
mo Navy  League  auspices  to  be  held 
tonight.  Mr.  A.  C.  Flumerfelt  will 
board  the  afternoon  train  today  for 
the  same  destination  and  for  the 
same  purpose,  vis.,  to  attend  tonight's 
meeting  at  Nanalmo  and  to  address 
the  gathering.  They  are  teklng  with 
them  a  number  of  lantern  slides, 
which  will  Illustrate  something  of  the 
work  of  the  Navy  which  so  splen- 
didly held  to  Ite  traditional  repute- 
Uon  during  the  late  war  as  "Brtteln*s 
bulwarks."  The  Nanalmo  branch  of 
the  Navy  Leagne  has  only  recently 
been  formed,  snd  It  Is  for  the  bpecial 
purpose  of  telling  members  and  In- 
tending supporters  of  the  branch  Just 
what  significance  tl^e  navy  has  to  the 
Empire  and  to  this  particular  over- 
seas Dominion  that  reprsssntetlves  of 
the  provlntdal  branch  ^re  making 
the  trip  there  today. 


In  hiii  report  Mr.  Treherne  states 
that  the  history  of  the  codling  moth 
In  British  Columbia  may  be  viewed 
from  two  separate  standpoints:  To 
studenU  of  entomology  the  record 
will  disclose  Interesting  resulte  of  er- 
adication methods  against  Incipient 
and  prolonged  outbreaks:  to  the  fruit 
growers  of  the  province  the  record 
win  show  what  work  has  been  accom- 
plished on  their  behalf  and  the 
danger  that  lies  ahead  from  present 
Infestations. 

The  codling  moth  was  first  record- 
ed In  British  Columbia  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  Victoria,  states  Mr.  Treherne. 
The  actual  year  In  which  larvae  were 
first  discovered  is  In  doubt,  but  It  oc- 
curred at  some  time  between  1»0»  and 
1910.  The  close  resemblance  of  the 
larva  sC  the  codling  moth  to  the 
larva  of  the  lesser  apple  worm  and 
the  similarity  of  attack  clouded  the 
Issue  at  this  time,  coupled  with  a  cer- 
tain hesitancy  on  the  part  of  govern- 
ment officials  to  acknowledge  Ite  pre- 
sence. The  Introduction  of  the  moth 
on  this  occasion  was  believed  to  have 
been  caused  by  the  Importation  of 
Infected  pears  from  California.  In 
1908,  164  orchards  were  found  to  be 
Infected  and  8140  sacks  of  Infected 
fruit  were  destroyed.  In  certain 
orchards  the  infection  was  as  high 
as  40  per  cent  In  1909,  following  a 
careful  inspection  of  the  trees  in  the 
Infected  area,  7610  larvae  were  c#.p- 
tured.  In  1910  the  first  gasoline- 
power  spraying  machines  used  In  the 
province  were  operated  In  the  Vic- 
toria codling  moth  area,  a  totel  of 
12,981  trees  being  treated  this  year. 
In  addition,  4163  trees  were  sprayed 
by  hand  machines. 

It  is  believed  that  the  codling  moth 
still  exlste  In  the  Victoria  district  but 
the  possibility  of  it  becoming  a  serious 
orchard  pest  Is  not  considered  very 
great  unless  the  district  Is  again  visit- 
ed by  a  series  of  abnormally  warm 
seasons. 

The  first  Okanagan  outbreak  oc- 
curred on  August  19.  1913.  after  an 
infestation  covering  6000  trees  being 
discovered  within  the  city  limits  of 
Kelowna.  The  campaign  in  this  year 
resulted  In  from  75  to  100  larva  be- 
ng  taken.  The  moth  was  probably 
Introduced  through  the  medium  of  In- 
fected railway  cars.  In  1914  at  the 
close  of  spraying  operations,  12  lar- 
vae had  been  captured.  In  1916,  un- 
der similar  quarantine  measures,  t 
larvae  were  taken.  In  1916,  follow- 
ing the  same  procedure  as  In  the  two 
previous  years,  only  one  suspicious 
example  of  Infected  fruit  were  rei>ort- 
ed  the  cause  of  the  Injury  not  being 
discovered.  In  1917  and  1018  no 
further  sign  of  the  moth  was  revealed. 
A  second  outbreak  of  a  separate  ori- 
gin to  the  first  but  probably  from  a 
similar  source,  occurred  In  Kelowna 
In  1916.  The  trees  Involved  were 
sprayed,  banded  and  Inspected  and 
only  14  larvae  were*teken.  No  fur- 
ther report  of  the  presence  of  larvae 
was  received  In  1016,  1917  and  1918. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1918.  cod- 
ling moth  larvae  In  limited  but  un- 
known quantities  were  believed  to 
exist  In  Vernon,  and  In  the  orchards 
In  the  vicinity  of  Okanagan  Landing, 
covering  an  area  of  109  acres  and  In- 
volving 200  additional  acres  In  this 
vicinity. 

In  order  to  express  the  history  of 
the  codling  moth  In  another  way, 
at  least  12  and  probably  13  distinct 
outbreaks  h^ve  occurred  in  the  prov- 
ince at  widely  separated  polnte.  A 
marked  increase  In  the  number  of 
outbreaks  occured  after  the  year  1912. 
ooincidentel  with  a  noted  rls«  In 
the  frult-yieldlng  capacity  of  British 
Columbia  orchards.  Altogether  since 
1908  at  least  40,000  codling  moth 
larvae  have  been  collected  and  de- 
stroyed by  hand  labor,  and  at  least 
60,000  apple  trees  have  In  this  time 
been  under  careful  surveillance  and 
Inspection.  In  the  year  1912  ap- 
proximately 470  larvae  were  teken  In 
British  Columbia;  In  1918,  648;  In 
1914.  268  larvae:  In  1916,  10,880  lar- 
vae; in  1916,  8668  larvae  in  1917, 
662  larvae,  and  in  1918,  894  larvaa. 

In  the  year  1912  operations  tending 
toward  the  eradication  of  the  cod- 
ling moth  were  being  carried  out  at 
four  localities,  In  1918  at  five  locaU- 
tles.  In  1914  at  three  locsllues.  la 
1116  at  seven  looalltles,  in  1916  at 
seven  localities.  In  1917  at  thrse  lo- 
calities, in  1918  at  three  localities.
